The trolley finally came and she went 
her way, cheered by the discovery she 


had made that there was comfort to be 


found on a warm day in even the shade 
of a telegraph pole. That strip.,of shade, 
when there was no other near, became 
to her mind a symbol of the small and 
common blessings God has scattered 
along life’s road, often unseen, still more 
often unappreciated. But they are 
among the little things that add to the 
gladness of life. 


There are great comforts that are 
simply taken for granted, often thought 
of with gratitude only when they cease. 
Among such are the blessings of home 
and friends, ,a measure of heglth and 
strength, the ability to see and hear, to 
walk and talk, the power to work and 
earn one’s bread. There are others, 
seemingly but trifles, that fall like a ray 
of sunlight on a dull day or that bit of 
shade on a torrid afternoon. 

There are the small but beautiful 
things in unexpected places. A woman 
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who was considering the bare interior 
of a summer cabin, which was to be 
occupied for a short while, stood look- 
ing contemplatively at the western wall 
made of planed white pine boards. 
There was nothing attractive about it. 
Suddenly the clouds outside rolled away 
and the afternoon sun shone full and 
clear against that unattractive western 
wall, revealing an almost startling touch 
of undreamed-of beauty. In the center 
of one board gleamed a ruby-like jewel 
resembling a miniature stained-glass 
window. It was only a potential knot- 
hole, a blemish in an otherwise good 
piece: of ‘lumber, but, filled with the 
natural resin of the pine, it hid in its 
heart, all unsuspected, a gem. which 
glowed with light and color whenever 
the sun shone through it. That tiny 
stained-glass window in an otherwise 
dark corner continued to give pleasure 
throughout the summer. It had been 
placed there with no design on the part 
of the builder, no doubt, yet it typified 
in some degree the marvelous beauty 
that a great Creator has with lavish 
hand bestowed in a thousand humble and 
unexpected places—the wing of a ‘but- 
terfly, the airy grace of a fern among 
rocks, the delicate tracery of a snow- 
flake, the microscopic beauty of a tiny 
flower. Do they not all witness to the 
goodness of God? He made the tiny 
things perfect in beauty and also gave 
to man the eyes to behold and the heart 
to understand. 

The Word of God gives revealing 
glimpses of the value of little things. 
The manna that fell in the wilderness 
was “a small round thing, as small as the 
hoar frost on the ground,” yet by it God 
sustained a great multitude for the space 
of forty years. Those who despised it 
or counted as of little worth the exact 
instructions ‘regarding it were subjects 
of His displeasure. Christ in the Gospels 
explained it as prefiguring Himself, “the 
true bread from heaven.” 

The Lord Jesus many times called 
attention to small things and drew from 
them lessons for His people. Who of 
God’s children has not taken comfort 
from His words regarding the humble 
sparrow: “Are not two sparrows sold 
for a farthing? and one of them shall 
not fall on the ground without your 
Father. . . . Fear ye-not therefore, ye 
are of more value than many sparrows” 
(Matt. 10:29, 31). He spoke of the grass, 
of the lilies, of the ravens as objects 
of God’s care, a constant reminder to 
His children of God’s infinitely greater 
love and care for them. God Himself, 
in His wondrous words to Job out of the 
whirlwind, deigns to reveal the fact that 
His all-seeing eye takes note of the life 
and actions of all His lowly creatures. 

God takes note also of small things of 
a different sort. He has promised re- 
ward for the smallest act of service done 
by His child for His sake. These are 
the words of the Lord Jesus, “Whoso- 
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ever shall give to drink unto one of 
these little ones a cup of cold water only 
in the name of a disciple, verily I say 
unto you, he shall in no wise lose his 
reward.” And again, we see Him com- 
mending with warm praise the gift of 
the poor widow, only two small mites. 

Paul the great apostle, like his Lord, 
took notice of small things. His Epis- 
tles, full of inspiration and revelation 
and the noblest thinking and reasoning, 
yet deal at times with seemingly trifling 
matters. How strong and clear he is in 
writing of the great facts of the faith, 
yet he does not overlook the little “grace 
notes” of courtesy, kindliness, hospital- 
ity. He pleaded that all might hold 
sound doctrine, but also that by their 
lives they might “adorn the doctrine 
of God our Saviour in all things.” Nearly 
at the end of his magnificent course and 
service, facing his soon departure, he 
yet craved comfort, and bade his friend,

joy in the countless little things. Life 
would be brighter, richer, fuller, per- 
haps more to the praise of His glory, if 
we were to set ourselves deliberately to 
catch the chance ray of sunlight or avail 
ourselves of the equally small but com- 
forting bit of shade. The brilliant color- 
ing of a flower, the song of a bird, the 
merry laughter of a little child, the smile 
of a friend, the kindly word from a 
stranger, an unexpected letter of sym- 
pathy or appreciation, the realization of 
the mistakes we might have made and 
didn’t — these and a thousand more be- 
side appear at intervals along our path 
of life’ waiting to be seen, appreciated 
and enjoyed, while we go blindly on our 
way with heavy héart and clouded brow.

Even in college days a student can have victory through God's plan

The eyents of this personal story 
are not recent, and the Scriptural 
truth it sets forth is not new. But 
such a testimony gathers weight and 
value as the years go by, for time 
shows that the work done in early 
days was real. This is the first of 
three articles by Dr. Chisholm.

have :my job, I would advise you to 
apply for it.” Is this God’s answer to 
my prayer? I thought. Following up 


‘this lead, I put in my application and 


was accepted, and soon I was’ getting 
board, room, and tuition for my services. 

When I had finished my work at this 
school we moved to another state, where 
I eventually began the study of medi- 
cine, 

During all this time I was happy and 
rejoicing over the fact that I had eter- 
nal life. At meetings I often reminded 
others that, according to the Scriptures, 
God, right now, operates in our lives 
with the same power that He wrought 
in Christ when He raised Him from the 
dead, the greatest manifestation of His 
power ever exercised in this world. And 
this was true. But somehow I felt like 
the man selling cough medicine, whose 
cough was so bad that it interfered with 
his sales! If God now so operates in our 
lives, why then should I not be having 
continual victory? I was puzzled. I 
should have it. But I did not. 

While I had no bad habits that were 
bothering me, still the Devil has thou- 
sands of Ways to hold Christians in bond- 
age, and he had me in one of them. Some 
days I would be on the mountaintop, but 
more often down in the valley undergo- 
ing defeat. I struggled and prayed, and 
tried to get the victory, only to realize 
that I was living in hopeless defeat. 

Finally I took up the study of medi- 
cine. But I could not study as I should, 
the Devil had me in such bondage. 
World War I came along, and I was 
drafted and taken off to an army camp. 
While there I had-time to think. Why 
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should one in whom God was working 
with the same power that He wrought 
in Christ when He raised Him from the 
dead, be having such defeat as I was 
having? ‘It simply didn’t make sense! 
It did not agree with the privileges held 
out to the believer in the Scriptures. 
But what could I do? I did not have 
victory and didn’t know how to get it. 
I had heard that there was such a thing 
as the victorious Christian life, but de- 
cided that it might be for some folks 
but not for me. 


One night I went to a little church 
near the camp, where the minister was 
giving a series of messages on the sub- 
ject of the Christian’s armor. His sub- 
ject that evening was the shield of faith, 
“wherewith ye shall be able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the wicked.” I do 
not recall what he said about it, but I 
realized that this was a part of the 
armor I did not have on. I certainly 
was not quenching all the fiery darts 
of the wicked. 


Ordinary People’s Extraordinary Deeds 


My attention shortly afterward was 
drawn to the eleventh chapter of He- 
brews. There in that very familiar pas- 
sage I apprehended for the first time 
the teaching given. A catalogue of 
names was listed of those, who, after be- 
ing saved, lived their lives in this world 
on the same principle by which they 
had been saved. They were, it is true, 
justified by faith; but that is not what 
the writer is talking about. He is tell- 
ing, in the main, what they did after 
they were justified. They “subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions, 
quenched the violence of fire, escaped 
the edge of the sword, out of weak- 
ness were made strong. .. .” What 
these people did was done by faith. 
They were ordinary people, who, in 
many instances, did extraordinary things, 
but not in their own strength or wisdom. 
In the difficulties and problems that 
faced them they simply believed God. 
To me this was entirely new. I had 
supposed that God having saved us, it 
was for us to do the rest. What God 
had done in saving me was wonderful; 
but I made a miserable failure of what 
I was trying to do. I tried, I prayed, I 
resolved, and I struggled, only to go 
down in defeat. But here in Hebrews I 
saw that these men and women, after 
receiving salvation by faith, lived by 
the same principle. They were ordinary 
people who trusted God. I had heard 
of outstanding men, like Hudson Tay- 
lor, who lived by faith, but supposed 
that was reserved for the favored few. 

The crisis came over the verse in He- 
brews 10:38, “Now the just shall live 
by faith.” There it was. “The just” — 
that was I, justified by faith —‘“shall 
live by faith.” Who? Only certain ones? 
No, the just. They shall live by. the 
same principle by which they were 
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saved. And how was that? By believ- 
ing God. Not only did the Scriptures 
say that the just shall live by faith, but 
“whatsoever is not of faith is sin.” 

According to that, I thought, it is my 
privilege to leave this burden with God 
and take my hands off. In my stupidity 
I thought that was asking a great deal 
of the Lord! After all He had saved 
me, but this seemed like asking too 
much of Him! Nevertheless such is the 
teaching of that verse. It seemed almost 
too good to be true. The Holy Spirit 
apparently was urging me in His loving, 
gentle way, “Why don’t you turn this 
burden over to Me?” I then saw my 
privilege. 

“Lord, if You want this You can have 
it,”. I said in desperation, as by faith I 
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turned my burden over to the Lord, and 
took my hands entirely off. Oh, yes, I 
had committed it to the Lord before, but 
had always taken it back trying to help 
Him with it! But our salvation is either 
all of works, or all of grace. 

That night what a sweet sleep I had! 
I hadn’t had one like it for months! 
In a day or so I wondered what had 
become of my burden. It had simply 
evaporated, as it seemed to me. . Yes, it 
had been a heavy burden to me, but 
not to Him who “taketh up the isles 
as a very little thing.” I marveled at 
what had happened. My burden was 
gone. I had discovered a new principle 
of life that was a greater. discovery‘to me 
than Columbus’ discovery of America.

The Origin of the New Testament 
The human writers of the various books and the order in which they were written

HE New Testament, as we possess it 

today, falls into three or four main 
sections. The four Gospels stand apart. 
The Apocalypse stands alone at the end. 
Between them come the Acts and Bpis- 
tles, but it is possible that the General 
Epistles (James, Peter, John, and Jude) 
are intended to go closely with Acts, 
and the Pauline group to form a division 
of its own. In manuscript collections of 
the New Testament from earliest times 
the Gospels practically always stand 
first, but there is no complete unanimity 
in the order of the other Books. There 
have never been, in the case of the New 
Testament, such clearly marked divi- 
sions as those of the Law, Prophets, and 
Psalms in the Old Testament. 

What we said about the divine origin 
of the Old Testament and the inspira- 
tion of the Holy Spirit in their pro- 
duction applies, of course, to the New 
as well. We must remember that the 
primitive Christian Chur took over 
from Judaism the concep of a canon 
of inspired writings, and that they did 
so with the full endorsement of the 
Lord. The Lord’s incarnation, death, 
and resurrection, the coming of the Holy 
Spirit, and the formation and growth 
of the Christian Church brilliantly 
illuminated the pages of the Old Testa- 
ment and revealed by their fulfillment 
the meaning of the prophecies and types 
contained in it. 

It was natural, therefore, for the Chris- 
tian Church to appropriate the Old Tes- 
tament Scriptures. But it was also natu- 
ral to expect that these Scriptures would 
be crowned by a record of their fulfill- 
ment, similarly inspired, and an embodi- 
ment of the teaching of the Lord Jesus 





Christ, especially as the Lord had given 
at least a hint that this very thing would 
be part of the work of the promised Holy 
Spirit when He should have come. These 
expectations were fulfilled by the pro- 
duction of the New Testament through 
men who were apostles (that is to say, 
pioneer missionaries), and through 
others who were in -close touch with 
them. 

The uniform language of the New Tes- 
tament writings is Greek, not a special 
Biblical Greek as was once supposed by 
classical students to be the case, but the 
ordinary every-day language of the peo. 
ples who inhabited the eastern half of 
the Roman Empire. This Greek had 
been making its way over this part of 
the world since the conquests of Alex- 
ander the Great, in the fourth century 
B.C. In our Lord’s day, Aramaic was 
still the common language of Palestine, 
but Greek was the official language. 
It was probably by then the normal lan- 
guage of Egypt, and, strangest of all, 
it was the normal language of the ma- 
jority of the inhabitants of Rome itself, 
and remained so for about two hundred 
years. The extensive and valjuable dis- 
coveries of contemporary papyri during 
the last sixty years have thrown much 
light upon the language of the New Tes- 
tament and revealed how closely it cor- 
responded with the ordinary language 
of the people of those times. 

Though the Gospels rightly stand first 
in our New Testament, they are not the 
earliest written of the Books. The Epis- 
tle of James was probably the first in 
time, and then the Galatian and Thessa-. 
lonian Epistles of Paul. But, in reading 
our New Testament we shall find that 
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the chronological order matters little, 
and we may rightly ask ourselves first 
how, on the “human side, we got our 
Gospels. 

First we shall have noticed that the 
Gospels are anonymous. We call them 
Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John because 
the names of those men are attached to 
them by a very ancient tradition. This 
tradition goes back at least to the middle 
of the second century A.D., a period 
within living memory of the completion 
of the fourth Gospel. There have been 
preserved to us introductory notes to 
the Gospels by a bishop called Papias, 
which are not, however, entirely clear. 
He tells us that the second and third 
Gospels were written by Mark and Luke. 
He appears to say that the first Gospel 
was written by the Apostle Matthew in 
Aramaic and afterward translated into 
Greek, and he says that the fourth Gos- 
pel was written by John, but it is not 
clear whether he identifies this John 
with John the apostle, the son of Zebe- 
dee, or not. Many scholars think that 
he does. 

No one can read the first three Gos- 
pels without seeing that there are large 
portions of them that are alike, some 
written in quite, or almost, identical 
language. As a matter of fact, there 
are only a few verses in Mark that are 
not to be found again in either Matthew, 
or Luke, or both. Mark is the link 
between Matthew and Luke. This fact 
has led to the view that prevails among 
scholars today that Mark was written 
first and that both Matthew and Luke 
used it in the composition of their Gos- 
pels. But this does not necessarily fol- 
low. The writer of the present article, 
in a paper that is now in the press but 
at the time at which you will be reading 
these words may have been published, 
has tried to bring forward evidence that 
Matthew was the earliest Gospel, that 
Mark took from Matthew, and Luke from 
Mark. All this may be interesting, but 
it is not of very great importance. We 
have the Word of God in the finished 
Gospels as they now stand, and we have 
no need to go back any farther. 

What is interesting, however, is the 
fact that the first three Gospels showed 
a common influence. There is little 
doubt What this was. It was the form 
of teaching about the birth, life, death, 
ahd resurrection of the Lord Jesus Christ 
that had crystallized as the Church grew, 
and that was commonly taught to can- 
didates for baptism. Missionaries, to- 
day, sometimes say that in quite different 


| parts of the field they find the same 


great facts and doctrines being taught 
in the same form and the same order. 
This is what happened in the primitive 
Church. Then; in the middle of the first 
century, the time came for this primitive 
kerygma (as the Greek word is, mean- 
ing “proclamation”) to be committed to 
writing by men chosen and equipped 
by the Holy Spirit. f 
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Matthew, if we may trust the very old 
tradition that he was the author of the 
first Gospel, was an eyewitness of the 
scenes he described, and had heard the 
words from the lips of the Lord, which, 
by inspiration, he passed.on. Tradition 
tells us that Mark was closely associated 
with. the Apostle Peter, and, if this is 
so, his Gospel is that great disciple’s ac- 
count of the events in which he was 
himself so prominent a figure. Luke, the 
beloved physician, perhaps a freed slave 
from the household of the Theophilus 
to whom he addresses his Gospel, was 
a near follower of the Apostle Paul, and 
tells us in the preface to his Gospel what 
pains he took to: find out all the facts. 
The fourth Gospel was different from 
the other three. It was written much 
later by a Palestinian Jew who had 
lived long among Gentiles. There is 
some internal indication that his name 
was John, and he refers to himself as 
“the disciple whom Jesus loved.” He 
was therefore an eyewitness. There is 
good reason for believing that he was 
John, the son of Zebedee. His Gospel 
was written to preserve events in the 
Lord’s ministry that had been omitted 
by the others and was perhaps called 
for in order to rebut false ideas about 
the person of Christ that, about the 
years A.D. 90-110, were gaining ground 
in the Church. 

The authar of the Acts was quite ob- 
viously Luke, the author of the third 
Gospel. He took part in some of the 
events of which he writes, accompany- 
ing the Apostle Paul on some of his 
voyages, perhaps as his medical attend- 
ant. The General Epistles, except those 
of John, which are by the same author 
as the fourth Gospel, each have their 
author named, though those to whom 
they are addressed are not always stated. 
There are thirteen Epistles of the Apos- 
tle Paul, including the Pastorals, which 
it.is fashionable among liberals to re- 
gard as only partly his, and the addresses 
are clearly stated on them all. The Epis- 
tle to the Hebrews is anonymous. If we 
like to make a guess, we can well im- 
agine its author to have been Apollos, 
but it is better not to pry into what God 
has not revealed. The Epistles were 
all written during the expansion of the 
Church among Jews and Gentiles in the 
first century. They contain doctrinal 
treatises, such as Romans, but were 
mostly called forth by the particular 
needs of this or that church at. a par- 
ticular moment. They all contain valu- 
able expansion and application of the 
direct teaching of the Lord as we find 
it in the Gospels. . 

Last of all comes the wonderful Book 
of Revelation. It was written on the 
Island. of Patmos in the Aogean Sea by 
a Christian called John, who had. prob- 
ably been sent there as a prisoner for 
his fajth, Though the style of Revela- 
tion is. very different. from. that. of 
the fourth Gospel, the underlying ideas 
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seem to me at any rate to be so 
similar, that I feel convinced that John 
the Apostle was the author of both. 
Some think that the Apocalypse was 
written as early as the reign of Nero, 
but it is more likely that its date was 
during the reign of Domitian, in the last 
decade of the first century. Noncanon- 
ical sources and ideas are drawn upon 
in the Apocalypse, as they are occasion- 
ally elsewhere in the New Testament, 
but the great underlying source of the 
main channel of thought in every New 
Testament Book is the inspired Old Tes- 
tament with which every New Testa- 
ment writer was thoroughly familiar, 


We must not, of course, think of the 
New Testament as being bound up in a 
single volume for a long time after its 
various parts were written. The sep- 
arate Books went to different” places, 
the Epistles, for instance, to those 
churches to which they were addressed. 
For some time they remained in those 
places, and other churches would never 
have read them or even perhaps have 
known of their existence. Later it was 
natural that the Church in general 
should wish to collect all the apostles’ 
writings, particularly those which had 
been known from the beginning to.be 
inspired, or which time and experience 
had proved to form part of the Word 
of God, This is why we hear of the 
canon not being fixed, even as late as 
the third century. We need have no

fears on that score. The fact does not 
in the least justify various inferences 
that liberal critics have drawn from it, 
If we find lists of New Testament Books 
from which two or three of those that 
are in our Bibles are excluded as doubt- 
ful, we may draw two conclusions. The 
first is that a recognized canon actually 
existed. When the Council of Nica, in 
the fourth century, made a list of canon- 
ical books (identical with those that 
form our New Testament today), they 
did not profess to be selecting books 
to form a canon. They stated that these 
were the books received by them be- 
cause their fathers had always received 
them. The second conclusion that ought 
to be drawn from the existence of lists 
that contain so-called doubtful books is 
that the churches were extremely care- 
ful about what they admitted and what 
they excluded from the canon. Their 
hesitation proved their case. They 
wished to make quite sure of the evi- 
dence about a given book. Was it 
authentic? Was it proved and known to 
be inspired? Thus the Church was led 
to exclude certain early writings, which 
nearly found a place in the New Testa- 
ment, and to include those Books that 
we now have, all of them creative and 
original, all of them proved by the ex- 
perience. of ages to be the very Word 
of God, speaking in the power of the 
Spirit to the human soul.

“nonsense.” She demanded the surren- 
der of all the evangelical literature 
which her daughter might possess. 
Everything went into the fire, except the 
New Testament and hymnbook, which 
were not surrendered but hidden. 

A few years later ... and it is here 
that it is better for the girl not to appear 
before you under her real name. A few 
years later she went the way of thou- 
sands upon thousands of girls. With- 
out a proper home, with no one to 
watch over her and warn her, she fell. 
A hasty marriage had to be arranged 
in order that the expected child might 
not be without a father.

Yes, you are 
right. The marriage bonds were very 
loose. The daily bread was sought in 
a low-down saloon, which would justly 
bear another name if such institutions

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


N JOB 38 to 41 God Himself is heard 
I speaking out of the whirlwind to the 

afflicted and bewildered patriarch. 
In these chapters He draws attention to 
His infinite power and wisdom, showing 
that His ways are past finding out and 
that man, being so insignificant, should 
be willing to trust One who is so wise 
and good, even when he cannot under- 
stand the reasons for His dealings with 
him. 

Creation, both animate and inanimate, 
is a marvelous testimony to the truth 
of the personality of God; yet foolish 
men profess to believe that the universe 
is the result of mere chance, or, more 
illogical still, of the working of certain 
fixed laws without a Lawgiver to enforce 
them. He would be an object of ridicule 
who supposed and asserted that all the 
parts of a mighty Diesel engine came to- 
gether and began to operate without any 
human mind to plan or human hand to 
operate them. And the Psalmist is right 
when he tells us, “The fool hath said in 
his heart, There is no God” (Psa. 53:1). 
For just as the intelligence and ability 
of man is demonstrated by his works, so 
is the wisdom and energy of God mani- 
fested by the marvels of the created uni- 
verse. But apart from His Word the 
Creator would remain the Great Un- 
known, as agnostics have been pleased 
to designate Him. In His Word He has 
revealed Himself to man. In Christ, the 
living Word, He came into the world to 
manifest His goodness and grace. And 
in the written Word He has spoken 
directly to His intelligent creatures that 
they might look up to Him in repent- 
ance and faith and understand what His 
will is regarding them. He addressed 
Himself to Job in order that this man, 
who had suffered so much, might under-

stand that He who permitted the suffer- 
ing was too wise to deal capriciously 
with anyone and too good to be indiffer- 
ent to the cry of those who are afflicted. 


The Historical Setting 


The author of the Book of Job is un- 
known. Some havé supposed that it 
was written by Moses; others that Elihu 
was the author. It is probably the old- 
ést Book in the Bible and therefore per- 
haps the oldest complete book in the 
world. Its setting indicates that Job 
lived before God gave a written revela- 
tion to Israel for the benefit of mankind. 


Verse by Verse 


Job 38:1—“The Lord answered Job 
out of the whirlwind.” As Elihu rea- 
soned with Job, a great storm was seen 
approaching, accompanied by loud peals 
of thunder (chap. 37:2, 3). As it drew 
nearer it took the form of a whirlwind, 
out of which the voice of God spoke 
to confirm the words of Elihu and to 
impress upon Job the wisdom and power 
of Jehovah. 


Verse 2.—“Who is this that darkeneth 
counsel by words without knowledge?” 
It was Job himself who was thus chal- 
lenged, not Elihu, as some have sup- 
posed. Later, Job acknowledged his 
error in thus speaking (chap. 40:4, 5; 
42:3). 

Verse 3.—“I will demand of thee, and 
answer thou me.” God was about to 
propound to Job many questions con- 
cerning nature and the universe, which 
to men of that day were unanswerable, 
and most of which are beyond the under- 
standing of the ablest scientists today. 





Verse 4.—“Where wast thou when I laid 
the foundations of the earth?” The ques- 
tion was designed to impress upon Job 
his limitations. He had no part in the 
great work of creation. He was not in 
existence when the Lord brought the 
universe into being. 


Verse 5.—“Who hath laid the measures 
thereof ... ?” What men ,all natural 
laws were all arranged by the divine 
Lawgiver, who took counsel with none 
but Himself. 


Verse 6.—“Who laid the corner stone 
thereof ... ?” The universe is likened 
to a vast building, whose foundations 
no man knew and whose cornerstone 
the Lord Himself had placed in position. 


Verse 7.—“When the morning stars 
sang together.” These are evidently an 
order of angelic beings, of whom Lucifer 
was once chief (Isa. 14:12). They con- 
stituted the heavenly choir who hailed 
the newly created earth with glad songs 
of praise and adoration to its Creator. 
In this they were joined by another 
angel-order, the “sons of God,” who 
“shouted for joy.” 


Verse 16.—“Hast thou entered into the 
springs of the sea?” What man knows 
the sources of the mighty ocean or can 
walk in search of its depths? The psalm- 
ist says, “The sea is his, and he made 
it’ (Psa. 95:5), and the Lord hath His 
way in the sea (Psa. 77:19) as well as in 
the sanctuary (Psa. 77:13). 

Verse 17—‘“‘Have the gates of death 
been opened unto thee?” To the wisest 
of men that which lies beyond the con- 
fines of this life is still “that undiscov- 
er’d country from whose bourn no travel- 
ler returns.” It is Christ alone who has 
“brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel” (2 Tim. 1:10), and 
shown us what lies beyond the gates of 
death. ; 


Verse 18.—“‘Hast thou perceived the 
breadth of the earth?” For long cen- 
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turies after Job’s day men knew not the 
size of this planet. Now that they have 
measured the earth, its movements in 
its orbit are as great a mystery as ever. 


Verse 22.—“Hast thou entered into the 
treasures of the snow? or... the treas- 
ures of the hail... ?” Men have learned 
much of meteorology since Job’s day, but 
who can really understand the forma- 
tion of the beautiful snow crystals or 
the way that moisture is changed into 
hailstones? Every snowflake, when seen 
beneath the microscope, bears the evi- 
dence of divine design, and should speak 
to man of the wisdom and power of its 
Creator. 


Verse 28.—“Who hath begotten the 
drops. of dew?” Rain from above and 
the dew upon the grass alike proclaim 
the matchless versatility of the One who 
controls the universe. Why rain should 
fall in drops rather than in a constant 
stream excites the wonder and admira- 
tion of all who stop to consider. The 
dew, which refreshes the plants when no 
rain falls, is another of God’s gracious 
provisions for the welfare of mankind. 


Verse 31.—“Canst thou bind the sweet 
influences of Pleiades, or loose the bands 
of Orion?” The march of the constella- 
tions through the heavens tell of Him 
who “worketh all things after the coun- 
sel of his own will.” The ancients, ob- 
serving the orderly procession of these 
star-groups, looked upon them with awe 
and wonder and attached mystic signifi- 
cance to their movements. 


Verse 41—“‘Who provideth for the 
raven his food?” God, who has, created 
the fowls of the air as well as all ‘other 
living things, provides for the birds of 
the heavens, who, as our Lord reminds 
us, are ever the objects of our Father’s 
care. God would have Job know that 
He who thus cared for the ravens was 
no indifferent spectator to the needs and 
.sorrows of His people. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


It is inconceivable to think of this vast 
universe coming into existence and keep- 
ing on its orderly way according to the 
laws of nature which control it, without 
acknowledging a Creator and Lawgiver 
who “doeth according to his will in the 
army of heaven” (Dan. 4:35). It takes 
far more credulity to believe that all that 
we see became what it is fortuitously 
and without a personal God than to ac- 
cept in faith the revelation given in the 
Scriptures that “in the beginning God 
created the heaven and the earth” (Gen. 
1:1), and that we therefore owe Him the 
obedience of our hearts and the gratitude 
of our lives for the mercies He is ever 
extending -toward us.

God’s Object in Challenging Job. Job’s 
friends had insisted that a loving God 
would never allow a good man to suf- 
fer; therefore Job must be hiding some 
sin. In reply, conscious of his integrity, 
Job declared he had not turned aside 
from the path of righteousness, but that 
God had given him over to pain and 
suffering for which there was no ap- 
parent justification. We are told that 
“he justified himself rather than God” 
(chap. 32:2). To show him the folly of 
attempting to explain God’s ways from 
any.merely natural standpoint, Jehovah 
put before the patriarch many questions 
that were unanswerable so far as man 
was concerned, but all designed to show 
how superior was the divine wisdom to 
the reasonings of men. The result was 
that Job acknowledged with shame the 
folly of misjudging the Lord and at- 
tributing injustice to Him. 


Summaries and Applications 


In reading the Book of Job, we need 
to remember that God Himself declared 
Job to be a righteous man, therefore a 
child of His. But Job did not realize 
the sinfulness of his own heart. All Job’s 
afflictions were permitted in order that 
he might learn by discipline to trust God 
in all circumstances’ and to recognize 
His wisdom and goodness even when He 
allowed suffering and sorrow to distress 
the soul of a saint, 

When God speaks it becomes man to 
be silent before Him and to accept the 
instruction He gives even though it runs 
contrary to his preconceived ideas; for 
God’s thoughts are not as our thoughts, 
nor His ways as our ways (Isa. 55:8). 

Every sound system of philosophy pos- 
tulates a great First Cause, whether 
spoken of as nature or as God. The 
Scriptures make it clear that a personal 
God brought the universe into existence 
and upholds it by the word of His power. 

It is not ehough to believe that there 
is one God. The demons believe this 
and shudder as they think of judgment 
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awaiting them (Jas. 2:19). Men are 
called upon to turn to God in repentance 
and to trust the Saviour He has pro- 
vided, even our Lord Jesus Christ (Acts 
20:21) the only name “given among men, 
whereby we must be saved” (Acts 4:12).

HEN we become fretted with trivi- 

alities and unhappy over trifles, it 
would be a good thing to open our 
Bibles and read the 38th to 41st chapters 
of Job. There God is giving Job hints 
—just hints—of the wonders of His 
creation. He sweeps across the universe 
in majestic language, touching the 
planets and the stars in their courses, 
asking Job what he knows of all this 
and what he can do about it. He men- 
tions the behemoth, and leviathan, and 
the wild beasts of the jungle, the fowls 
of the air, the fish in the sea, and he 
twice calls upon Job to “gird up thy loins 
now like a man” to listen. He speaks 
intimately of the elements, the light- 
ning, the snow, and the hail, the beauties 
and the marvelous symmetries of all 
nature, until Job is bewildered and cries 
out: “I know that thou canst do every 
thing, and that no thought can be with- 
holden from thee. Who is he that hideth 
counsel without knowledge? therefore 
have I uttered that I understood not. 
.. - I have heard of thee by the... 
ear: but now mine eye seeth thee. 
Wherefore, I abhor myself, and repent 
in dust and ashes.” 

Reading such passages as these, and 
realizing that we ourselvs are a part of 
God’s creation — even a select and highly 
favored part in His plan for the universe 
— we wonder how we can ever permit 
petty trifles to engage us and throw us 
into a spell of moodiness and complaint. 
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saved. And how was that? By believ- 
ing God. Not only did the Scriptures 
say that the just shall live by faith, but 
“whatsoever is not of faith is sin.” 

According to that, I thought, it is my 
privilege to leave this burden with God 
and take my hands off. In my stupidity 
I thought that was asking a great deal 
of the Lord! After all He had saved 
me, but this seemed like asking too 
much of Him! Nevertheless such is the 
teaching of that verse. It seemed almost 
too good to be true. The Holy Spirit 
apparently was urging me in His loving, 
gentle way, “Why don’t you turn this 
burden over to Me?” I then saw my 
privilege. 

“Lord, if You want this You can have

The Origin of the New Testament 
The human writers of the various books and the order in which they were written 


By BASIL F. C. ATKINSON, M.A., Ph.D. 


This is the third in a series of four articles by Dr. Atkinson, who is 
Under-Librarian at the University of Cambridge, Eng. 


HE New Testament, as we possess it 

today, falls into three or four main 
sections. The four Gospels stand apart. 
The Apocalypse stands alone at the end. 
Between them come the Acts and Epis- 
tles, but it is possible that the General 
Epistles (James, Peter, John, and Jude) 
are intended to go closely with Acts, 
and the Pauline group to form a division 
of its own. In manuscript collections of 
the New Testament from earliest times 
the Gospels practically always stand 
first, but there is no complete unanimity 
in the order of the other Books. There 
have never been, in the case of the New 
Testament, such clearly marked divi- 
sions as those of the Law, Prophets, and 
Psalms in the Old Testament, 

What we said about the divine origin 
of the Old Testament and the inspira- 
tion of the Holy Spirit in their pro- 
duction applies, of course, to the New 
as well. We must remember that the 
primitive Christian Church took over 
from Judaism the conception of a canon 
of inspired writings, and that they did 
so with the full endorsement of the 
Lord. The Lord’s incarnation, death, 
and resurrection, the coming of the Holy 
Spirit, and the formation and growth 
of the Christian Church brilliantly 
illuminated the pages of the Old Testa- 
ment and revealed by their fulfillment 
the meaning of the prophecies and types 
contained in it. 

It was natural, therefore, for the Chris- 
tian Church to appropriate the Old Tes- 
tament Scriptures. But it was also natu- 
ral to expect that these Scriptures would 
be crowned by a record of their fulfill- 
ment, similarly inspired, and an embodi- 
ment of the teaching of the Lord Jesus 


Christ, especially as the Lord had given 
at least a hint that this very thing would 
be part of the work of the promised Holy 
Spirit when He should have come. These 
expectations were fulfilled by the pro- 
duction of the New Testament through 
men who were apostles (that is to say, 
pioneer missionaries), and through 
others who were in -close touch with 
them. 

The uniform language of the New Tes- 
tament writings is Greek, not a special 
Biblical Greek as was once supposed by 
classical students to be the case, but the 
ordinary every-day language of the peo. 
ples who inhabited the eastern half of 
the Roman Empire. This Greek had 
been making its way over this part of 
the world since the conquests of Alex- 
ander the Great, in the fourth century 
B.C. In our Lord’s day, Aramaic was 
still the common language of Palestine, 
but Greek was the official language. 
It was probably by then the normal lan- 
guage of Egypt, and, strangest of all, 
it was the normal language of the ma- 
jority of the inhabitants of Rome itself, 
and remained so for about two hundred 
years. The extensive and valuable dis- 
coveries of contemporary papyri during 
the last sixty years have thrown much 
light upon the language of the New Tes- 
tament and revealed how closely it cor- 
responded with the ordinary language 
of the people of those times. 

Though the Gospels rightly stand first 
in our New Testament, they are not the 
earliest written of the Books. The Epis- 
tle of James was probably the first in 
time, and then the Galatian and Thessa-. 
lonian Epistles of Paul. But, in reading 
our New Testament we shall find that 
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the chronological order matters little, 
and we may rightly ask ourselves first 
how, on the “human side, we got our 
Gospels. 

First we shall have noticed that the 
Gospels are anonymous. We call them 
Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John because 
the names of those men are attached to 
them by a very ancient tradition. This 
tradition goes back at least to the middle 
of the second century A.D., a period 
withiu living memory of the completion 
of the fourth Gospel. There have been 
preserved to us introductory notes to 
the Gospels by a bishop called Papias, 
which are not, however, entirely clear. 
He tells us that the second and third 
Gospels were written by Mark and Luke. 
He appears to say that the first Gospel 
was written by the Apostle Matthew in 
Aramaic and afterward translated into 
Greek, and he says that the fourth Gos- 
pel was written by John, but it is not 
clear whether he identifies this John 
with John the apostle, the son of Zebe- 
dee, or not. Many scholars think that 
he does. 

No one can read the first three Gos- 
pels without seeing that there are large 
portions of them that are alike, some 
written in quite, or almost, identical 
language. As a matter of fact, there 
are only a few verses in Mark that are 
not to be found again in either Matthew, 
or Luke, or both. Mark is the link 
between Matthew and Luke. This fact 
has led to the view that prevails among 
scholars today that Mark was written 
first and that both Matthew and Luke 
used it in the composition of their Gos- 
pels. But this does not necessarily fol- 
low. The writer of the present article, 
in a paper that is now in the press but 
at the time at which you will be reading 
these words may have been published, 
has tried to bring forward evidence that 
Matthew was the earliest Gospel, that 
Mark took from Matthew, and Luke from 
Mark. All this may be interesting, but 
it is not of very great importance. We 
have the Word of God in the finished 
Gospels as they now stand, and we have 
no need to go back any farther. 

What is interesting, however, js the 
fact that the first three Gospels showed 
a common influence. There is little 
doubt What this was. It was the form 
of teaching about the birth, life, death, 
and resurrection of the Lord Jesus Christ 
that had crystallized as the Church grew, 
and that was commonly taught to can- 
didates for baptism. Missionaries, to- 
day, sometimes say that in quite different 


‘parts of the field they find the same 


great facts and doctrines being taught 
in the same form and the same order. 
This is what happened in the primitive 
Church. Then; in the middle of the first 
century, the time came for this primitive 
kerygma (as the Greek word is, mean- 
ing “proclamation”) to be committed to 
writing by .men chosen and equipped 
by the Holy Spirit. : 
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Matthew, if we may trust the very old 
tradition that he was the author of the 
first Gospel, was an eyewitness of the 
scenes he described, and had heard the 
words from the lips of the Lord, which, 
by inspiration, he passed.on. Tradition 
tells us that Mark was closely associated 
with the Apostle Peter, and, if this is 
so, his Gospel is that great disciple’s ac- 
count of the events in which he was 
himself so prominent a figure. Luke, the 
beloved physician, perhaps a freed slave 
from the household of the Theophilus 
to whom he addresses his Gospel, was 
a near follower of the Apostle Paul, and 
tells us in the preface to his Gospel what 
pains he took to: find out all the facts. 
The fourth Gospel was different from 
the other three. It was written much 
later by a Palestinian Jew who had 
lived long among Gentiles. There is 
some internal indication that his name 
was John, and he refers to himself as 
“the disciple whom Jesus loved.” He 
was therefore an eyewitness. There is 
good reason for believing that he was 
John, the son of Zebedee. His Gospel 
was written to preserve events in the 
Lord’s ministry that had been omitted 
by the others and was perhaps called 
for in order to rebut false ideas about 
the person of Christ that, about the 
years A.D. 90-110, were gaining ground 
in the Church. 

The authar of the Acts was quite ob- 
viously Luke, the author of the third 
Gospel. He took part in some of the 
events of which he writes, accompany- 
ing the Apostle Paul on some of his 
voyages, perhaps as his medical attend- 
ant. The General Epistles, except those 
of John, which are by the same author 
as the fourth Gospel, each have their 
author named, though those to whom 
they are addressed are not always stated. 
There are thirteen Epistles of the Apos- 
tle Paul, including the Pastorals, which 
it is fashionable among liberals to re- 
gard as only partly his, and the addresses 
are clearly stated on them all. The Epis- 
tle to the Hebrews is anonymous. If we 
like to make a guess, we can well im- 
agine its author ta have been Apollos, 
but it is better not to pry into what God 
has not revealed. The Epistles were 
all written during the expansion of the 
Church arnong Jews and Gentiles in the 
first century. They contain doctrinal 
treatises, such as Romans, but were 
mostly called forth by the particular 
needs of this or that church at a par- 
ticular moment. They all contain valu- 
able expansion and application of the 
direct teaching of the Lord as we find 
it in the Gospels. 

Last of all comes the wonderful Book 
of Revelation. It was written on the 
Island of Patmos in the A©gean Sea by 
a Christian called John,,.who had. prob- 
ably been sent there as a prisoner for 
his fajth. Though the style of Revela- 
tion is very different from that of 
the fourth Gospel, the underlying ideas 
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seem to me at any rate to be so 
similar, that I feel convinced that John 
the Apostle was the author of both. 
Some think that the Apocalypse was 
written as early as the reign of Nero, 
but it is more likely that its date was 
during the reign of Domitian, in the last 
decade of the first century. Noncanon- 
ical sources and ideas are drawn upon 
in the Apocalypse, as they are occasion- 
ally elsewhere in the New Testament, 
but the great underlying source of the 
main channel of thought in every New 
Testament Book is the inspired Old Tes- 
tament with which every New Testa- 
ment writer was thoroughly familiar. 


We must not, of course, think of the 
New Testament as being bound up in a 
single volume for a long time after its 
various parts were written. The sep- 
arate Books went to different” places, 
the Epistles, for instance, to those 
churches to which they were addressed. 
For some time they remained in those 
places, and other churches would never 
have read them or even perhaps have 
known of their existence. Later it was 
natural that the Church in general 
should wish to collect all the apostles’ 
writings, particularly those which had 
been known from the beginning to.be 
inspired, or which time and experience 
had proved to form part of the Word 
of God. This is why we hear of the 
canon not being fixed, even as late as 
the third century. We need have no 
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fears on that score. The fact does not 
in the least justify various inferences 
that liberal critics have drawn from it. 
If we find lists of New Testament Books 
from which two or three of those that 
are in our Bibles are excluded as doubt- 
ful, we may draw two conclusions. The 
first is that a recognized canon actually 
existed. When the Council of Nicza, in 
the fourth century, made a list of canon- 
ical books (identical with those that 
form our New Testament today), they 
did not profess to be selecting books 
to form a canon. They stated that these 
were the books received by them be- 
cause their fathers had always received 
them. The second conclusion that ought 
to be drawn from the existence of lists 
that contain so-called doubtful books is 
that the churches were extremely care- 
ful about what they admitted and what 
they excluded from the canon. Their 
hesitation proved their case. They 
wished to make quite sure of the evi- 
dence about a given book. Was it 
authentic? Was it proved and known to 
be inspired? Thus the Church was led 
to exclude certain early writings, which 
nearly found a place in the New Testa- 
ment, and to include those Books that 
we now have, all of them creative and 
original, all of them proved by the ex- 
perience of ages to be the very Word 
of God, speaking in the power of the 
Spirit to the human soul.

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seeing that no more presents for the 
child were forthcoming, lost her inter- 
est and told Marcella to stop all this 
“nonsense.” She demanded the surren- 
der of all the evangelical literature 
which her daughter might possess. 
Everything went into the fire, except the 
New Testament and hymnbook, which 
were not surrendered but hidden. 

A few years later ... and it is here 
that it is better for the girl not to appear 
before you under her real name. A few 
years later she went the way of thou- 
sands upon thousands of girls. With- 
out a proper home, with no one to 
watch over her and warn her, she fell. 
A hasty marriage had to be arranged 
in order that the expected child might 
not be without a father. Here the story 
beconfes monotonous, for you have 
guessed what is to follow. Yes, you are 
right. The marriage bonds were very 
loose. The daily bread was sought in 
a low-down saloon, which would justly 
bear another name if such institutions 
were officially tolerated in that little

The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 


N JOB 38 to 41 God Himself is heard 
I speaking out of the whirlwind to the 

afflicted and bewildered patriarch. 
In these chapters He draws attention to 
His infinite power and wisdom, showing 
that His ways are past finding out and 
that man, being so insignificant, should 
be willing to trust One who is so wise 
and good, even when he cannot under- 
stand the reasons for His dealings with 
him. 

Creation, both animate and inanimate, 
is a marvelous testimony to the truth 
of the personality of God; yet foolish 
men profess to believe that the universe 
is the result of mere chance, or, more 
illogical still, of the working of certain 
fixed laws without a Lawgiver to enforce 
them. He would be an object of ridicule 
who supposed and asserted that all the 
parts of a mighty Diesel engine came to- 
gether and began to operate without any 
human mind to plan or human hand to 
operate them. And the Psalmist is right 
when he tells us, “The fool hath said in 
his heart, There is no God” (Psa. 53:1). 
For just as the intelligence and ability 
of man is demonstrated by his works, so 
is the wisdom and energy of God mani- 
fested by the marvels of the created uni- 
verse. But apart from His Word the 
Creator would remain the Great Un- 
known, as agnostics have been pleased 
to designate Him. In His Word He has 
revealed Himself to man. In Christ, the 
living Word, He came into the world to 
manifest His goodness and grace. And 
in the written Word He has spoken 
directly to His intelligent creatures that 
they might look up to Him in repent- 
ance and faith and understand what His 
will is regarding them. He addressed 
Himself to Job in order that this man, 
who had suffered so much, might under-

stand that He who permitted the suffer- 
ing was too wise to deal capriciously 
with anyone and too good to be indiffer- 
ent to the cry of those who are afflicted. 


The Historical Setting 


The author of the Book of Job is un- 
known. Some have supposed that it 
was written by Moses; others that Elihu 
was the author. It is probably the old- 
ést Book in the Bible and therefore per- 
haps the oldest complete book in the 
world. Its setting indicates that Job 
lived before God gave a written revela- 
tion to Israel for the benefit of mankind. 


Verse by Verse 


Job 38:1—“The Lord answered Job 
out of the whirlwind.” As Elihu rea- 
soned with Job; a great storm was seen 
approaching, accompanied by loud peals 
of thunder (chap. 37:2, 3). As it drew 
nearer it took the form of a whirlwind, 
out of which the voice of God spoke 
to confirm the words of Elihu and to 
impress upon Job the wisdom and power 
of Jehovah. 


Verse 2—“Who is this that darkeneth 
counsel by words without knowledge?” 
It was Job himself who was thus chal- 
lenged, not Elihu, as some have sup- 
posed. . Later, Job acknowledged his 
error in thus speaking (chap. 40:4, 5; 
42:3). 


Verse 3.—“I will demand of thee, and 
answer thou me.” God was about to 
propound to Job many questions con- 
cerning nature and the universe, which 
to men of that day were unanswerable, 
and most of which are beyond the under- 
standing of the ablest scientists today.

Verse 4.—‘Where wast thou when I laid 
the foundations of the earth?” The ques- 
tion was designed to impress upon Job 
his limitations. He had no part in the 
great work of creation. He was not in 
existence when the Lord brought the 
universe into, being. 


Verse 5.—“Who hath laid the measures 
thereof ... ?” What men ,all natural 
laws were all arranged by the divine 
Lawgiver, who took counsel with none 
but Himself. 


Verse 6.—“Who laid the corner stone 
thereof ... ?” The universe is likened 
to a vast building, whose foundations 
no man knew and whose cornerstone 
the Lord Himself had placed in position. 


Verse 7.—“When the morning stars 
sang together.” These are evidently an 
order of angelic beings, of whom Lucifer 
was once chief (Isa. 14:12). They con- 
stituted the heavenly choir who hailed 
the newly created earth with glad songs 
of praise and adoration to its Creator. 
In this they were joined by another 
angel-order, the “sons of God,” who 
“shouted for joy.” 


Verse 16.—“‘Hast thou entered into the 
springs of the sea?” What man knows 
the sources of the mighty ocean or can 
walk in search of its depths? The psalm- 
ist says, “The sea is his, and he made 
it” (Psa. 95:5), and the Lord hath His 
way in the sea (Psa. 77:19) as well as in 
the sanctuary (Psa. 77:13). 


Verse 17—‘“‘Have the gates of death 
been opened unto thee?” To the wisest 
of men that which lies beyond the con- 
fines of this life is still “that undiscov- 
er’d country from whose bourn no travel- 
ler returns.” It is Christ alone who has 
“brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel” (2 Tim. 1:10), and 
shown us what lies beyond the gates of 
death. : 


Verse 18.—“Hast thou perceived the 
breadth of the earth?” For long cen- 
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turies after Job’s day men knew not the 
size of this planet. Now that they have 
measured the earth, its movements in 
its orbit are as great a mystery as ever. 


Verse 22.—“Hast thou entered into the 
treasures of the snow? or... the treas- 
ures of the hail... ?” Men have learned 
much of meteorology since Job’s day, but 
who can really understand the forma- 
tion of the beautiful snow crystals or 
the way that moisture is changed into 
hailstones? Every snowflake, when seen 
beneath the microscope, bears the evi- 
dence of divine design, and should speak 
to man of the wisdom and power of its 
Creator. 


Verse 28-—“Who hath begotten the 
drops. of dew?” Rain from above and 
the dew upon the grass alike proclaim 
the matchless versatility of the One who 
controls the universe. Why rain should 
fall in drops rather than in a constant 
stream excites the wonder and admira- 
tion of all who stop to consider. The 
dew, which refreshes the plants when no 
rain falls, is another of God’s gracious 
provisions for the welfare of mankind. 


Verse 31.—“Canst thou bind the sweet 
influences of Pleiades, or loose the bands 
of Orion?” The march of the constella- 
tions through the heavens tell of Him 
who “worketh all things after the coun- 
sel of his own will.” The ancients, ob- 
serving the orderly procession of these 
star-groups, looked upon them with awe 
and wonder and attached mystic signifi- 
cance to their movements. 


Verse 41.—“Who provideth for the 
raven his food?” God, who has. created 
the fowls of the air as well as all ‘other 
living things, provides for the birds of 
the heavens, who, as our Lord reminds 
us, are ever the objects of our Father’s 
care. God would have Job know that 
He who thus cared for the ravens was 
no indifferent spectator to the needs and 
.sorrows of His people. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


It is inconceivable to think of this vast 
universe coming into existence and keep- 
ing on its orderly way according to the 
laws of nature which control it, without 
acknowledging a Creator and Lawgiver 
who “doeth according to his will in the 
army of heaven” (Dan. 4:35). It takes 
far more credulity to believe that all that 
we see became what it is fortuitously 
and without a personal God than to ac- 
cept in faith the revelation given in the 
Scriptures that “in the beginning God 
created the heaven and the earth” (Gen. 
1:1), and that we therefore owe Him the 
obedience of our hearts and the gratitude 
of our lives for the mercies He is ever 
extending toward us.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

God’s Object in Challenging Job. Job’s 
friends had insisted that a loving God 
would never allow a good man to suf- 
fer; therefore Job must be hiding some 
sin. In reply, conscious of his integrity, 
Job declared he had not turned aside 
from the path of righteousness, but that 
God had given him over to pain and 
suffering for which there was no ap- 
parent justification. We are told that 
“he justified himself rather than God” 
(chap. 32:2). To show him the folly of 
attempting to explain God’s ways from 
any.merely natural standpoint, Jehovah 
put before the patriarch many questions 
that were unanswerable so far as man 
was concerned, but all designed to show 
how superior was the divine wisdom to 
the reasonings of men. The result was 
that Job acknowledged with shame the 
folly of misjudging the Lord and at- 
tributing injustice to Him. 


Summaries and Applications 


In reading the Book of Job, we need 
to remember that God Himself declared 
Job to be a righteous man, therefore a 
child of His. But Job did not realize 
the sinfulness of his own heart. All Job’s 
afflictions were permitted in order that 
he might learn by discipline to trust God 
in all circumstances’ and to recognize 
His wisdom and goodness even when He 
allowed suffering and sorrow to distress 
the soul of a saint, 

When God speaks it becomes man to 
be silent before Him and to accept the 
instruction He gives even though it runs 
contrary to his preconceived ideas; for 
God’s thoughts are not as our thoughts, 
nor His ways as our ways (Isa. 55:8). 

Every sound system of philosophy pos- 
tulates a great First Cause, whether 
spoken of as nature or as God. The 
Scriptures make it clear that a personal 
God brought the universe into existence 
and upholds it by the word of His power. 

It is not ehough to believe that there 
is one God. The demons believe this 
and shudder as they think of judgment 
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awaiting them (Jas. 2:19). Men are 
called upon to turn to God in repentance 
and to trust the Saviour He has pro- 
vided, even our Lord Jesus Christ (Acts 
20:21) the only name “given among men, 
whereby we must be saved” (Acts 4:12).

Say, Fellows,— 
Wade C. Smith to Boys and Girls 


HEN we become fretted with trivi- 

alities and unhappy over trifles, it 
would be a good thing to open our 
Bibles and read the 38th to 41st chapters 
of Job. There God is giving Job hints 
—just hints—of the wonders of His 
creation. He sweeps across the universe 
in majestic language, touching the 
planets and the stars in their courses, 
asking Job what he knows of all this 
and what he can do about it. He men- 
tions the behemoth, and leviathan, and 
the wild beasts of the jungle, the fowls 
of the air, the fish in the sea, and he 
twice calls upon Job to “gird up thy loins 
now like a man” to listen. He speaks 
intimately of the elements, the light- 
ning, the snow, and the hail, the beauties 
and the marvelous symmetries of all 
nature, until Job is bewildered and cries 
out: “I know that thou canst do every 
thing, and that no thought can be with- 
holden from thee. Who is he that hideth 
counsel without knowledge? therefore 
have I uttered that I understood not, 
. . . I have heard of thee by the... 
ear: but now mine eye seeth thee. 
Wherefore, I abhor myself, and repent 
in dust and ashes.” 

Reading such passages as these, and 
realizing that we ourselvs are a part of 
God’s creation — even a select and highly 
favored part in His plan for the universe 
— we wonder how we can ever permit 
petty trifles to engage us and throw us 
into a spell of moodiness and complaint, 
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Job with his boils and potsherd, Job 
on his ash heap, Job with his rebellious 
wife and arrogant false comforters; yes, 
even Job with all his unusual and heavy 
trials in flesh and spirit, forgot them 
and was covered with confusion and 
shame, and repented that he had allowed 
himself to lose sight of God’s power, 
God’s goodness, God’s justice and love; 
that he had complained in the slightest. 

I sometimes wish that God would ap- 
point an angel to stand continually be- 
side me with a ‘stout stick and rap me 
across the shoulders whenever I get into 
the “dumps.” No Christian has any right 
to get into the dumps. Yet how often 
we make that mistake! Some little mat- 
ter comes up all of a sudden that offends 
our pride. Oh, how highly we esteem 
ourselves, and how tenacious of our “per- 
sonal rights” as we call them — and ‘think 
of them! I hear of a “pooh-pooh.” 
Somebody has “pooh-poohed” something 
I said or did, and the “pooh-podh” 
reaches me in a roundabout way. But 
it reaches me. And I ruffle up like a 
turkey gobbler. My contemptible pride 
has been wounded. 

Then, if my guardian angel would only 
rap me and say, “Have you lost sight 
of Jesus in Gethsemane?” “He was 
wounded for our transgressions .. . the 
chastisement of our peace was upon him, 
and with his stripes we are healed.” I 
think the “pooh-pooh” would fade out 
of the picture so rapidly that one might 
wonder if it had ever been there at all. 

Job did not have Calvary to think of 
as we do, but through godly Elihu the 
Lord told him, I will “deliver him from 
going down to the pit: I have found a 
ransom, ... And he shall see his face 
with joy.” “Lo,” said Elihu, “all these 
things worketh God oftentimes with 
man, to bring back his soul from the pit, 
to be enlightened with the light of the 
living.” Yes, God used Arcturus and 
the Pleiades with Job, but the patient, 
listening servant caught the big idea, 
and through his faith found greater 
riches than he had ever known before. 

Turn your eyes upon Jesus, 

Look full in His wonderful face, 
And the things of earth will grow 
strangely dim 
In the light of His glory and grace.

in my mind. I wish you would tell 
me what you see in your mind-pictures. 
(1) Job as a great man. (2) Job when 
the bad news came. (3) Job and his 
friends on the ash heap. (4) Job and 
God. (5) Job happy again. Check over 
with the children the points on chapters 
1 and-26. Call for Romans 8:28, and give 
illustrations of it. 

A small boy said to his father, “Now 
I know where horses come from. Mr. 
Schultz, the blacksmith down the street, 
makes them.” “Oh, no,” his dad replied, 
“horses are born not made. Just like 
cows or chickens or people.” “No, sir!” 
the lad insisted, “The blacksmith makes 
them. I saw him make one. He was 
just nailing the feet on.” (Harry Rim- 
mer.) What do you know about that 
blacksmith? Was he making horses? 

Let’s go back to picture 4— dark 
clouds, a gale of wind, God’s voice com- 
ing to Job and his friends on the ash 
heap: “Who are you to make so much 
foolish talk? Let me ask you some ques- 
tions: Where were you when I made the 
world? How is it held up? Who made 
the shores of the sea? Have you ever 
made the morning come? Have you ever 
been inside the place where the dead 
go? Can you make hail, or guide the 
stars across the sky, or make lightning? 
Can you provide for the needs of wild 
animals, give birds feathers, and horses 
strength? Do you teach the hawk to fly 
and tell the eagle to make her nest on 
the high cliff? Will you stand up and 
téll the Almighty God what to do?” 

Job’s answer is: “How bad I am! I 
cannot answer. I will say no more.” 
God goes on: “Stand up now like a 
man ! 
Have you the power and majesty of God? 
Can you bring the proud down and de- 
stroy the wicked? Then you can save 
yourself with your own right hand. I 
have made the mighty elephant, the 
rhinoceros, the whales, and sharks; can 
you tame them?” Then Job answers 
again: I know You can do everything. 
I didn’t know what I was talking about. 
Now I have heard You and seen You, 
I am ashamed of myself and very, very 
sorry.” 

What wonderful things man can do 
now! He can make lightning (electric- 
ity) carry his messages by telephone 
and radio; he can plow his fields with 
giant tractors; he can fly through the air 
by plane. Even though he may be much 
smarter than Job, can he yet claim to 
be as great and as smart as God? No, 
he can use only the things God has al- 
ready given him in this wonderful world. 
And God gave man the mind that thinks 
out all these wonderful inventions. As 


Will you tell Me I do wrong? - 
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God said to Job, “Who hath put wisdom 
in the inward parts? or who hath given 
understanding to the heart?” (38: 36.) 

“The earth is the Lord’s, and the ful- 
ness thereof; the world, and they that 
dwell therein” (Psa. 24:1, Meniory 
Verse). Have several pictures from 
nature showing things mentioned in Job 
38 to 41, mounted on paper with the re- 
spective verses copied beneath. Why not 
make a notebook this week of God’s 
wonders, cutting pictures from old maga- 
zines and finding verses in Job 38 to 41 
to match? On the cover print our Mem- 
ory Verse. If you find a picture you 
want to put in, and cannot find a verse, 
there is always Job 41:11b. 

And this mighty God who made all 
these wonders is our Heavenly Father.

S AN illustration on the poster, put 
a picture of beautiful scenery, 
mountains, ocean, or lake. 


The verses in Job 38 are very startling. 
God is asking Job some questions. Job 
couldn’t answer them, but when God had 
finished asking them, Job said, “I know 
that thou canst do every thing, and that 
no thought can be withholden from 
thee.” 

Some of the children may have been 
on vacation, and seen many new things: 
some have seen the ocean for the first 
time, or the mountains. Here in Cali- 
fornia children come to see the great 
redwoods, the largest trees in the world. 
They tell us that some of them were 
large trees when Jesus Christ was born 
in Bethlehem. God made all these things, 
the oceans, the mountains, the rivers, 
the lakes, the trees, and the flowers.

town. The saloon was closed: down five 
times, following immoral and disorderly 
behavior. Then one day man and wife 
separated, each one seeking on his own 
the satisfaction of his lusts.

Then the war broke out, and at the 
end of May, 1940, P—found itself be- 
tween two warring armies. The inhabi- 
tants had fled and were filling the high- 


“ways toward the west.’ Marcella, her 


mother, and child were among the 
panic-stricken crowd. The shelling was 
constant, death was striking left and 
right. Hoping to be safer, the young 
woman and her family betook them- 
selves to the fields and lay down in a 
ditch. No safety even there, for soon 
desultory shelling hit points dangerously 
near. 

The old mother, terribly frightened, 
began to recite the prayers that she 
had learned long ago and to invoke all 
the saints whose names she could re- 
member. ‘Then suddenly Marcella said, 
“Mother, do you mind if I pray as the 
Protestants pray in their temple?” The 
mother by this time was ready for any- 
thing from which a certain measure of 
safety could be expected. Marcella took 
out of the meager belongings, which she 
had saved from the disaster, the long- 
hidden New Testament. She read a 
portion from it and then prayed. She 
does not remember what she said, ex- 
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cept that she promised if the Lord would 
deliver them, she would return to the 
temple and confess her sins. The Lord 
heard and all three came dut of the or- 
deal unscathed. 

Marcella was true to her word, and 
soon afterward found the Lord Jesus 
Christ as her Saviour. Her first job was 
to find her husband, and she did. She 
brought him to the meeting. In the little 
town where she was a byword for all 
that is vile, Marcella is now testifying 
to the power of the risen Lord in a sur- 
rendered life. 

Are the problems now a thing of ‘the 
past? By no means! The hardest tes- 
timony for any Christian is at Jerusa- 
lem—in his own home. Marcella is 
finding out that: where the wind has 
been sown the whirlwind can be ex- 

. The husband is unconverted 
and brutal. She says, “My sin has found 
me out, and the hard way which I have 
been led into is the consequence of my 
dissolute life.” 

I saw her the other day and heard of 
the bruises on her body from beatings. 
She had a smile, and how she listened 
to the meditation upon the Word of 
Truth and of Life! 


Eprror’s Note 


The first part of Marcella’s story 
could be repeated many times over in 
Belgium, and in other countries, too— 
but it is the second part that is ever 
new and fresh, and brings joy to the 
heart of all believers. There are many 
other Marcellas in Belgium, or call them 
Marcel if you wish, and there is no 
record on earth of all those who have 
heard the glad news of salvation through 
the Belgian Gospel Mission. 

The work of the Mission is now in 
full swing again, since the war. There 
are over sixty places where the Gospel 
is regularly preached to about five thou- 
sand people; at least two churches are 
self-supporting; the Bible Institute has 
now twenty students; Bibles, New Testa- 
ments, Gospéls, portions, booklets, and 
tracts are being regularly distributed 
(the-total to date is about sixteen mil- 
lion -pieces); two Gospel papers (both 
called Our Hope) in French and Flemish 
are being published again; Child Evange- 
lism-is being introduced; and the Mis- 
sion conducts a weekly 15-minute broad- 
cast over Radio Luxemburg, the largest 
long-wave broadcasting station in west- 
ern Europe. 

It has been very costly to repair some 
war damage and reopen the Mission 
work.on a full scale, and the funds ac- 
cumulated in America during the war 


are now exhausted. A recent letter from’ 


Mr. John C. Winston, Co-Director, shows 
the, desperate financial need of the Mis- 
sion: at present. The wage scale has 
greatly increased, all prices have gone 
up, and some are even higher than in 
America, yet the legal exchange of the 
dollar has not increased proportionately. 
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Over the past seven months the workers 
have received an average of only 73% 
of their salaries, and the latest payment 
has dropped to 50%. There are five 
families where the children are sick, 
probably due to malnutrition. All work- 
ers were recently called together for 
prayer and conference, and to consider 
whether it will be possible to carry on 
the Gospel tent campaigns, the summer 
camps, and the open-air work this sum- 
mer, 

Since its inception in 1918, the Bel- 
gian Gospel Mission has been closely 
linked with Tue Sunpay Scuoo. Tres, 
and hundreds of Times readers are 
among its loyal friends and supporters. 
As the Mission faces one of the most 
serious crises of its history, in the post- 
war days, it is hoped that its old friends 
will stand by it in prayer and financial 
support, and that new friends may be 
raised up of God. Up-to-date literature 
will gladly be sent on request, and con- 
tributions should be sent to the Belgian 
Gospel Mission, Inc., 325 N. 13th St., 
Philadelphia 7.

Our first Scripture lesson brings us an 
incident in the life of the nation of 
Israel, shortly after deliverance from 
bondage in Egypt. The form of govern- 
ment under which the people had been 
ruled since leaving Egypt was that of a 
theocracy. God had directed and in- 
structed the people through Moses, the 
leader He had chosen. But Moses had 
been called to the top of Mt. Sinai to 
confer with God, and in his absence the 
people became restless. You can see in 
this restlessness their dissatisfaction 
with God, and their lack of trust, for 
they were willing to seize this first op- 
portunity to take the government into 
their own hands. 

Their first sin was that of idolatry, a 
disposition to put something other than 
God in first place in their lives.

1 Samuel 4:1-8 (Supplementary Reading: 1 Samuel 2:12-17, 22-36, 4:9-22)

vile, and he restrained them not.—1 Sam. 3:13

The Lesson in General 
By Tom M. Olson 
Introduction to the Lesson 


FTER Samuel had faithfully con- 
veyed the solemn message of dire 
judgment to Eli, we are informed 

that “Samuel grew, and the Lord was 
with him, and did let none of his words 
fall to the ground.” What he said came 
to pass. 

The Lord’s blessing upon him was so 
manifest that “all Israel from Dan even 
to Beer-sheba [the length of Palestine] 
knew that Samuel was established to be 
a prophet of the Lord.” 

After many years of silence, the Lord’s 
propketic word was heard again in Is- 
rael; for the Lord revealed Himself to 
Samuel in Shiloh, by the word of the 
Lord. 

Our present lesson records the fulfill- 
ment of Samuel’s first prophetic mes- 
sage. 


The Lesson in Detail 


1 Sam. 4:1.—“‘And the word of Samuel 
came to all Israel.” From 1 Chronicles 
6: 20-28 and Joshua 21:20 we learn that 
Elkanah and Samuel were of Levitical 
descent. Part of the work of ‘the Levites 
was to teach Jacob God’s judgments, and 
Israel His Law (Deut. 33:8-10). Jehosha- 
phat in his day sent out Levites who 
“taught in Judah, and had the book of 
the law of the Lord with them, and 
went about throughout all the cities of 
Judah, and taught the people” (2 Chron. 
17:8, 9). See also 2 Chronicles 30:22. 
Samuel was the first of these teaching 
Levites. Our verse would suggest that 
he went from place to place teaching and 
exhorting the people, while Eli’s sons 
became more vile. 

“Now Israel went out against the Phi- 
listines to battle.” There is nothing to 
suggest that the Philistines were the 
aggressors in this instance. Not for a 


Phinehas, were there with the ark of the covenant of God. 
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score of years—in fact, since the cap- 
ture and death of Samson — had the Phi- 
listines been mentioned. It appears that 
without consulting the Lord, Israel at- 
tempted to fight against their inveterate 
enemy. Therefore, we are not surprised 
at the result. 


Verse 2.—“Israel was smitten before 
the Philistines: and they slew of the 
army in the field about four thousand 
men.” “Pride goeth before destruction, 
and an haughty spirit before a fall” 
(Prov. 16:18). On condition of diligent 
hearkening to His voice, and obedience 
thereto, the Lord had promised that 
Israel’s enemies would be smitten and 
scattered (Deut. 28:1-7). Israel failed 
to meet the conditions, hence serious 
defeat was the result. (Cf. Psa. 18:2; 
John 15:5; Phil. 4:13.) 


Verse 3—“The elders of Israel said, 
Wherefore hath the Lord smitten us to 
day before the Philistines? Let us fetch 
the ark ... that ... it may save us out 
of the hand of our enemies.” They ac- 
knowledged that the Lord had allowed 
them to be defeated. When only three 
dozen Israelites were killed in the battle 
at Ai, “Joshua rent his clothes, and fell 
to the earth upon his face before the ark 
of the Lord until the eventide, he and 
the elders of Israel, and put dust upon 
their heads” (Josh. 7:6). There was 
real humiliation, repentance, and prayer 
on their part, and, as a consequence, they 
were not only spared a second defeat, 
but experienced complete victory over 
the enemy. 

In today’s lesson, the elders are not 
seen on their faces before the ark of 


the Lord in confession and repentance. 
Instead, they wanted to make a sort of 
charm or fetish out of the ark. True, 
it was called the ark of God’s. strength 
(2 Chron. 6:41); and wherever it stood, 
the place was considered holy (2 Chron. 
8:11). With the ark borne before them, 
they scattered their enemies (Num. 10: 
35); and when they crossed the Jordan, 
it was the ark borne by the priests that 
caused the waters to recede and allow 
them to walk over dry-shod (Josh. 3: 
10-17). 

Possibly the elders had: these great 
things in mind when they called for the 
ark, but they forgot or ignored the fact 
that Hophni and Phinehas were licen- 
tious and sacrilegious characters with the 
judgment of God hovering over them. 


Verse 4.—‘So the people sent to Shi- 
loh ... and the two sons of Eli, Hophni 
and Phinehas, were there with the ark 
of the covenant of God.” In chapter 2, 
verse 12, we are definitely told that the 
sons of Eli were “sons of Belial’ — that 
is: base, depraved profligates. ‘What 
concord hath Christ with Belial?” (2 
Cor. 6:15.) None whatever. It was a 
foregone conclusion that Israel’s por- 
tion would be defeat, as long as such 
worthless creatures were in charge of 
the ark. “For the wages of sin is death” 
(Rom. 6:23). 


Verses 5, 6—‘“All Israel shouted with 
a great shout ...and... the Philistines 
... said, What meaneth the noise of this 
great shout ...?” “A great shout” is 
an exciting sound, and carries a sem- 
blance of power; but on this occasion it 
manifested Israel’s ignorance of divine 
order on the one hand, and their fleshly 
confidence on the other. “Faith moves 
quietly, and moral power makes no 
noise.” “Without faith it is impossible 
to please [God]” (Heb. 11:6). 


Verse 7.—“‘And the Philistines were 
afroid, for they said, God is come into 
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the camp. And they said, Woe unto us!” 
Human nature is easily affected by a 
great shout. The Philistines’ fear stem- 
med from their knowledge of the true 
significance of the ark. They said, “God 
is come into the camp.” They spoke the 
truth, for the ark was the symbol of 
the presence of the Lord with His peo- 
ple. But they did not know that Israel’s 
condition .was such that God could not 
work with and for them. Those who 
bear the vessels of the Lord should be 
clean (Isa. 52:11). 


Verse 8—“Woe unto us! .. . these 
are the Gods that smote the Egyptians 
with all the plagues in the wilderness.” 
The Philistines knew something of the 
history of the ark —especially in con- 
nection with judgment on Israel’s ene- 
mies — but they were confused about the 
scenes of the judgments. In their great 
fright, they said the plagues occurred in 
the wilderness, whereas they happened 
in the land of Egypt. However, they 
were crystal clear on the fact that the 
Egyptians could not stand in the pres- 
ence of the great God whose presence 
was symbolized by this ark. 


Verse 9—“Be strong, and quit your- 
selves like men ... and fight.” The 
Philistines represent the pretension of 
the flesh and its intrusion into the things 
of God. How appropriate then that they 
should say, Let us harden ourselves, 
and be men! .“‘That which is born of the 
flesh, is flesh” — and nothing but flesh ! 


Verse 10.—“And the Philistines fought, 
and Israel was smitten ... for there fell 
of Israel thirty thousand footmen.” 
Doubtless the Philistines prided them- 
selves on their courage as they fought 
so desperately. And no doubt they gave 
thernselves credit for the victory. But 
God was behind the scene and allowed 
them that victory because of Israel’s sin- 
fulness. The promise of victory to Is- 
rael mentioned in Leviticus 26:8 was 
conditional, and Israel had miserably 
failed and so was without strength be- 
fore the enemy. 


Verse 11.—“And the ark of God was 
taken; and the two sons of Eli, Hophni 
and Phinehas, were slain.” This was the 
“sign” given by the man of God to Efi 
(1 Sam. 2:34). God’s threats are as sure 
of fulfillment as are His promises. 

In verses 12 to 18, we have the account 
of the messenger running from the bat- 
tlefield to Shiloh to inform Eli of the 
happenings. The ninety-year-old, blind 
priest, whose “heart trembled for the 
ark of God” listened breathlessly to the 
bulletin revealing Israel’s flight from the 
Philistines, the great slaughter of foot- 
men, the death of his two sons, and the 
capture of the ark of God. The last 
item in the black cafalog of losses was 
too much for the aged saint, and he fell 
from the seat he occupied into the arms 
of death. 

The closing verses, 19 to 22, reveal that

acter, his wife was a devout person. How 
often this is seen in present-day life! 
When this widow heard that the ark 
of God was taken, she became disinter- 
ested in everything and everybody else 
and named her newborn son “Ichabod” 
—“The glory is departed from Israel.” 

The divine comment on this day’s 
events is that God-“was wroth, and 
greatly abhorred Israel: so that he for- 
sook the tabernacle of Shiloh, the tent 
which he placed among men; and deliv- 
ered his strength into captivity, and his 
glory into the enemy’s hand” (Psa. 78: 
59-61). 

Although it is not mentioned thus far 
in 1 Samuel, there were “high places” 
and “graven images” throughout the 
land at this time (Psa. 78:58). Hence 
it was not only that the priests were 
guilty of sacrilege, but the nation was 
guilty of idolatry. “Like priest, like 
people.” 

But, thank God, in the midst of it all, 
there was a godly. remnant consisting 
of Elkanah, Hannah, Samuel,’ Phinehas’s 
wife, and others.

For Teen-Age Young Folks

RE “church” young folks necessarily 

Christian young folks? Are they 
measuring up to the glory of God, or 
falling short of it? The one means per- 
sonal victory and usefulness; the other 
means failure and despair. If the boys 
and girls of our churches are not reveal- 
ing the glorious truths of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, then their responsibility and 
privilege of becoming a blessing to 
others is wasted (Mark 10:21, 22). 

As you see wide-awake Christian 
youth at rallies, conventions, and sum- 
mer camps, singing, testifying, and mak- 
ing life-time decisions, you are thrilled 
to know that God’s work will continue 
under their enthusiastic leadership. 
There was a time in the early lives of 
these young Christians when they, like 
little Samuel, “did not yet know the 
Lord,” but, like him, they, too, got ac- 
quainted, and through the indwelling of 
His Spirit their lives are radiant. 

Our lesson, on the other hand, deals 
with Hophni and Phinehas, a different 
type of church youth. These boys grew 
up under the instruction of their father- 
priest Eli, the same person who led little 
Samuel to God. They, also, were reared 
in the Temple and had experience in 
meeting people who came to worship, 
and in conducting Temple ceremonies. 
All of this should naturally have led 
to the development of noble character 
and God-centered purposes. We expect 
such young men to be strong spiritual 
leaders, just as we expect boys and girls 
reared in our parsonages or outstanding 
Christian homes to honor God. 

Sin’s effect reaches far beyond the 
fate of those who start it. The sins of 
Hophni and Phinehas brought destruc- 
tion not alone to their own lives, but to 
the nation for which they were respon- 
sible. Their story ends with the solemn 
words of Phinehas’s wife, “The glory 
is departed from Israel: for the ark of 
God is taken.” 

When a young person faces the chal- 
lenge of becoming a follower of Christ, 
he can do one of two things. Like Sam- 
uel, he can take the Lord Jesus as his 
Saviour and dedicate himself to God's 
service; or he can, like Hophni and 
Phinehas, cast aside salvation and all 
the benefits of early training, and sink 
deeper and deeper into sin. Eli’s sons 
resemble the corrupt popes of medieval 
history. They were afflicted with: 
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Materialistic, greedy appetites (1 Sam. 
2:15; Matt. 6:25). 

Failure to assume responsibility (1 
Sam. 2:17; Col. 3:23, 24). 

Misplaced affections (1.Sam. 2: 22-24; 
2 Cor. 6: 14-18). 

Listening to people instead of God (1 
Sam. 4:4; Acts 5:29). 

Causing the ark to be considered an 
idol (1 Sam, 4:8; John 1:14). 

The disgrace and blight of these two 
wicked church leaders continued through 
future generations, and their privilege of 
leading their people into the peace and 
joy of eternal life was completely lost. 

Even if the Hophni-and-Phinehias type 
of church youth were very small, it is 
still too large. The world is in need of 
the Samuel type who will give forth 
“the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God.”

Teaching the Juniors

OW many of you like to be pun- 

ished? I do not see any hands. I 
am not surprised. No one likes to be 
punished. Then why do our parents 
punish us? I think we shall find out 
in today’s lesson. 


Tue LESSON 


Samuel’s mother had taken him to 
the Tabernacle to live with old ——. 
‘Eli was a good man who loved God, 
but his sons belonged to Satan. 

When Hophni and Phinehas were little 
boys they were often naughty. Their 
father, Eli, did not want them to be 
naughty, but he hated to punish them, 
so he never did punish them. Eli was 
the priest who offered sacrifices to God 
and who took care of the Tabernacle. 
As Hophni and Phinehas grew older they 
were supposed to help him. But they 
were very bad by then. Their father 
had never punished them, so they did 
not believe God would ever punish them, 
either. Hophni and Phinehas even stole 
some of the offerings that were meant 
for the Lord. Do you think the Lord 
knew about that? Some of the people 
found out about it, too. One day a man 
who brought an offering to the Lord 
said, “Be sure to give the Lord the part 
that belongs to Him; then you can take 
what you want afterward.” But they 
answered, “Give us what we want now. 
If you won’t give it to us we will grab 
it anyway.” The Bible says, “The sin 
of the young men was very great before 
the Lord.” 

Someone told old Eli how bad his sons 
were. He told them that he had heard 
a bad report of them. Eli warned them 
that it is a dangerous thing to sin against 
the Lord. But the Bible says, “They 
hearkened not unto the voice of their 
father.”

God sent a man to tell Eli that his 
wicked sons must be punished. Eli 
wanted his sons to honor God, but he 
had never made them do right. The 
man of God told Eli that his sons would 
both be killed the same day while they 
were still young men. 

Last week we heard how God told 
little Samuel that He was going to pun- 
ish Eli’s wicked sons because Eli had 
neved stopped them in their wickedness. 

A war started between the Israelites 
and the Philistines. God was not with 
the Israelites, and so the Philistines won 
the first battle. The Israelites should 
have confessed their sins to the Lord, 
so that He could forgive them and help 
them. But they did not. Instead the 
elders of Israel said: “Let us take the 
golden ark out of the most holy place 
in the Tabernacle and take it to the 
battle front. When the people see the 
ark they will think God is with us, and 
they will fight better.” 

So Hophni and Phinehas brought the 
ark to the front lines. When the Israel- 
ites saw it they shouted as loudly as 
they could. They thought they would 
surely win this time. But they did not. 
They had no business to bring that ark 
out of the Tabernacle. God could not 
be with them till their sins were con- 
fessed and forgiven. 

Read what happened in 1 Samuel 4:11. 
How did God say He would punish 
Hophni and Phinehas? Did God keep 
His word? Today Eli is in Heaven, but 
his two sons are “in hell. 


CONCLUSION 

When you are punished think about 
Eli’s sons. It is not pleasant to be pun- 
ished, but it is much better to be pun- 
ished now than to grow up like Eli’s two 
sons. 

ALTERNATE CONCLUSION 

Are your parents Christians? I hope 
so. But you will never get to Heaven 
just because your parents are Christians. 
Eli’s sons did not. You must be saved 
yourself. Why not today?

Topic and Scripture: 
When Sin Came In (1 Sam, 4:1-8) 


ONNY, will you find in the Treas- 

ure Chest a folded-up picture? 
Show it to the class. What could this 
be? It looks like a gold trunk with 
two angels kneeling on top of it. 

(If picture of ark is unobtainable, 
draw one and color it yellow.) 

It is called the ark. Not Noah’s ark, 
but a gold chest which God told His 
people to put in their tent church. It 
was kept behind beautiful curtains, in a 
room where there was nothing else. God 
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came down in a white cloud over this 
ark, 

The ark was a holy thing, so nobody 
was allowed to touch it. When it had 
to be moved, men used these long gold 
rods. 

We, too, have holy things to remember. 
Can we count them on our fingers again? 
— God’s Book, God’s House, God’s Day, 
God’s People, and God, Himself. 

Do you remember when little Samuel 
heard God speak and God said His peo- 
ple were to have war? Why was that? 

Yes, because the people had gone 
away from God. Eli’s two sons, Hophni 
and Phinehas, were especially bad. They 
did not keep God’s House holy. They 
did not listen to their old father. God 
was greatly displeased with these young 
men. 

Today, in our story, war had come. 
Fierce, wild men called Philistines had 
come to fight. Many of God’s people 
lay dead. “Oh, what shall we do?” was 
the cry of those who were left. 

Then somebody thought, “We can carry 
the ark out to the place of fighting. It 
will bring us good luck.” 

Jean, please look in the Treasure 
Chest for a rabbit’s foot, a horse shoe, 
and a horse chestnut. What do people 
use these things for? Do they really 
bring good luck? If God’s people wanted 
to win the war, what should they have 
done? 

So the ark was taken out of the tent 
church and carried to the place of fight- 
ing. “Now,” cried the people, “the Phi- 
listines can’t hurt us, for we have the 
holy ark on our side!” 

But the Philistines came on with their 
arrows and swords. Again they won 
the battle. They killed many people and 
carried off the holy ark. Also Eli’s two 
sons, Hophni and Phinehas, were killed. 

So God judged, or punished, these sons 
as our Memory Verse says. (1 Sam. 3: 
13. Explain.) 

A man ran to the city to tell the bad 
news. Old Eli sat on a stone by the city 
gate. “How did the battle go?” he cried. 

What was the answer, Joe? 

When Eli heard the bad news, he fell 
off his stone and broke his neck. So 
he died, too — poor man! 

It is sin that causes these awful things 
to happen. Dick, will you print S-I-N 
on the board? The S looks and sounds 
like a snake, doesn’t it? Who is it, 
Clyde, that can wash sin away? 

Betty, what little boy in those days 
let God into his life? If God comes in, 
does sin go out? Yes, even in a home 
where Hophni and Phinehas did wrong 
all the time, God kept little Samuel. 
Because when He spoke, Samuel listened.

Soothing Sermons. — He restrained 
them not (1 Sam: 3:13, Golden Text). 
Many write me that their preachers pre- 
sent mild opinions without convictions. 

. The purpose of the sermon, say 
the moderns, is to “soothe” and to “sat- 
isfy.” Apparently the modern preacher 
must speak with the suaveness, the 
gooey intimacy, and patronizing sweet- 
ness of the radio announcer presenting 
his commercial for a patent medicine; 
he must have the same superficial tone 
of assurance as the fellow who says his 
product is a sure cure for everything 
from fallen arches to spots before the 
eyes. The pulpit obviously is tc be a 
sermonic atomizer to give a weakly 
spray of delightful religious nothingness 
to congregations of self-satisfied old sin- 
ners in order that they may go from the 
church fragrant with self-satisfaction, 
more deeply inured in their own way- 
wardness and get that much farther 
away from God and His truth. So we 
find our nation adrift, increasingly 
severing all stabilizing control.

will tell us that it was Aaron, Moses’s 
brother, who led the people into this 
sin. But, while Aaron was weak, and 
certainly did nothing to restrain the peo- 
ple, it was the people themselves who 
demanded another god to worship. It; 
was a god of their own choosing, in the 
worship of which they could satisfy their 
desires of gluttony, wine-drinking, and 
immorality. The worship of Jehoyah 
had been too restraining and pure for’ 
their taste. 4 


Paul’s first Letter to the Corinthians 
shows us that men and women of his 
day needed to be warned against idol- 
atry, and the warning is needed desper- 
ately in America today. However, while 
we may not worship golden calves, we 
can see all about us those who are glad 
and willing to worship, in God’s place, 
money, pleasure, lust, and almost any- 
thing rather than worship God and walk 
in His way. oe 


But, whenever a people turn away’ 
from God, their declension does not stop 
with idolatry. A whole train of evil 
follows, and harasses them, and it is, 
some of these evils that are creating 
great problems in the self-government 
of our land today. 

Cne of these is selfishness—a deter- 
mination to “get mine” at any cost re- 
gardless of the other fellow. We see this, 
in the clashes between capital and labor, 
in which both groups are out to grab 
as much power and advantage as they 
can. We see it in the efforts of many; 
in public office to gouge out of the gov-, 
ernment as much as they possibly can 
duriug their tenure of office, looking 
upon their office as an opportunity to 
enrich themselves rather than one in 
which to serve the people who elected 
them. ye 


Still another evil is that of indiffer- 
ence —a disposition to let someone else 
worry about the trend of affairs, and, if 
things go wrong, to feel that “this is 
no concern of ours.” To this .general 
attitude of indifference we may credit 
many of the daring misusés of public 
office that are attempted today.

Another evil that follows along as a 
natural course in the trail of those that 
have been mentioned before is that of 
dishonesty, seen’in the shameless appro- 
priation of the money and property of 
others by those who deem themselves 
safe because of their authority and 
places of prominence. 


The evils of jealousy and contention 
should also be mentioned in this ‘list of 
the problems of self-government. It is 
emphasized in our second Scripture les- 
son from 1 Corinthians 1:10-15. All too 
often a little power creates a desire for 
more, until the individual becomes will- 
ing to tread cold-heartedly upon others 
in order to achieve and make sure a 
place or position of prominence or 
authority.

trol (Gal. 5:22, 23). Is He the center of 
your life today, and are you seeking to 
bring others into a knowledge and ac- 
ceptance of Him?
